T H E F R O N T I E R IS G UA RD ED 


By Spanish Soldiers— Political Prison­ 
ers Are Deported and Sent to Af­ 
rican 
Prisons — Ex-Prem ier 
Seeks Safety in Flight. 


Madrid, Feb. 4 —El Mondo publishes 
a dispatch from Lisbon as follows; 
The new prem ier has adopted the 
most energetic m easures to forestall 
disorders. 
The constitutional guaran­ 
tees have been suspended anil m artial, 
law has been proclaimed. 
Ninety-four political prisoner* ha\o 
been deported by steam er and will be 
taken to African prisons 
The revolu­ 
tionary movement Is now progressing, 
though In the deepest 
ecrecy, under 
the direction of th** editor of ail im­ 
portant 
republican 
newspaper. 
Ex- 
Prem ier Franco is reported as trying 
to escape from Portugal, being fearful 
of assassination. 
Lisbon. Feb. 4.— Tinier a new r**- 
gime, with a new king and the estab­ 
lishm ent of a new cabinet, Portugal 
seem s to be for th** moment at peace. 
There is an underlying current of rev­ 
olution. however, and 
the 
strictest 
m easures are being taken to preserve 
order. 
Franco, once dictator, was forced to 
resign because of the bitterness of the 
people against him ami the new cab!- 
net will strive for the welfare of the 
nation under th** presidency of Rear 
Admiral Do Amaral. 
Another official 
statem ent given out was to the effect 
tiiat the president of the cabinet would 
tie supported by all the 
groups of 
m onarchists, who had agreed to forget 
previous differences. 
The situation for Prem ier Franco 
after th** assaslnation of the king and 
crown prince became impossible. Dur­ 
ing the days which preceded the trag­ 
edy and during the tum ultuous mani­ 
festations on the streets, with the 
later discoveries of vast stores of 
arm s and bombs, public opinion backed 
him in his efforts to m aintain order, 
but the m urders changed the complex­ 
ion of the situation. 
He has not been 
seen on the streets since his meeting 
with the king Imm ediately after the 
latter’s arrival from Villa VIcosa, but 
all possible places where he might be 
are closely guarded. 
The 
Investigations 
of 
the 
pollee 
show that th** m urders were carefully 
planned. 
On Saturday the assassins 
met secretly in the back room of a 
caf** aud there laid out every step of 
tile plot, as all til** details relating to 
the home-coming of tho-king had b**en 
made public 
To each was assigned 
a post iii the work of shooting down 
the m em bers of the royal family, but 
lots were drawn for the selection of 
each particular victim. 
Those who 
drew Queen Alnoite and Prince Manuel 
failed to carry out their bloody task. 
Spanish troops are form ing a mili­ 
tary barrier at th** frontier anil no per­ 
son is allewed to enter or leave Port­ 
ugal w ithout being subjected to tho 
sternest scrutiny.
